At the conclusion of his sermon 
Sunday morning at the Methodist 
church the pastor, Dr. I. F. Betts, 
made a statement to his congrega­ 
tion relative to establishing in 
Bryan a training school for girls, 
to be conducted under denomina­ 
tional supervision, and along the 
lines so successfully followed by 
the Allen Academy for boys. 
The 
plan is the outgrowth of the move­ 
ment started last year to move to 
Bryan the Chappell Hill Female 
College, and this part of the plan 
has been abandoned owing to the 
opposition manifested by the au­ 
thorities of that institution. 
Correspondence on the part of 
the business league committee ap­ 
pointed last year has, however, 
proven conclusively that there is a 
strong demand in the Texas Con­ 
ference for another girls’ school, 
and that Bryan is regarded with 
much favor as a suitable location. 
Dr. Betts said that he and mem­ 
bers of the committee believe the 
time now opportune to set the 
movement on foot by some definite 
action on the part of the congrega­ 
tion of the Bryan church. 
At the 
conclusion of his remarks he in­ 
vited expressions from members of 
the congregation, and 
favorable 
responses heartily endorsing the 
movement were made by Prof. R. 
O. Allen, Messrs. Ed Hall and R. 
S. Webb. 
At the conclusion of the discus­ 
sion a motion prevailed by unani­ 
mous rising vote that the matter be 
presented by the delegates of the 
Bryan church to the Methodist 
district conference at Huntsville 
this week for endorsement, which 
will give the enterprise the back­ 
ing of the Huntsville district and 
place it in shape for preliminary 
work here with a view to bringing 
it before the meeting of the Texas 
Conference at Pittsburg in Decem­ 
ber, when it is believed that body 
will make substantial provision 
for establishing and fostering the 
school. 
None of the schools of this de­ 
nomination in Texas are confining 
themselves to the work outlined 
for the proposed girls’ 
training 
school, so far as those having the 
movement in hand are advised, 
and it is believed that not only the 
Texas Conference, but the entire 
state may be counted upon as a 
field from which pupils may be 
drawn to Bryan for thorough pre­ 
paratory work, which is now more 
than ever being emphasized 
by 
educators everywhere. 
By cor­ 
relating the institution with the 
SouthwesternUniversity at George­ 
town the two schools would be 
mutually helpful,

academy

DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


Prominent Young 
Mao 
and Woman 
Ended Lives in the Country. 


Hearne, Texas, July 2.—A tel­ 
ephone message was received here 
this evening by relatives of the 
young lady that Mr. Ben Gilstrap, 
aged 19, and Miss Ida Mauk, aged

committed suicide 
late this evening. Both were found 
sitting under a tree one and a 
half miles from home.

of the suicide is supposed to be a 
love affair. 
Both young people 
belong to prominent families.—

Mr. Ernest Elliott received fur­ 
ther particulars regarding the trag­ 
edy by telephone yesterday. 
It 
appears that the young people 
went out driving, 
stating that 
they were going to Franklin, but 
stopped 
a short distance from 
home, where they 
were found. 
They had with them a bottle of 
strychdine and two razors, but the 
razors were not used. 
They evi­ 
dently took an overdose of the 
poison as there were evidences that 
they had convulsions. 
On 
the 
body of each was pinned a note 
stating that there were parental 
objections to their marriage and 
that they had rather die than live 
apart. 
The notes also requested 
that their bodies be taken to the 
home of Mr. Frank Gilstrap, who 
is a brother of the }roung man, and 
his wife a sister of the young lady, 
and that they be buried in the 
same grave at Henry Prairie ceme­ 
tery. 
On the back of the notes 
was written: 
“ We haye 
taken 
poison and it is now 3 o’clock.” 
The funeral was held yesterday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock. 
The people of Brazos and sur­ 
rounding counties are inexpress­ 
ibly shocked by the untimely end­ 
ing of two such bright and promis­ 
ing lives, and universal sympathy 
is expressed for the bereaved famil­ 
ies.
